ALLEN PERMANENT CHATR_’.\IAX
POPULIST CONVENTION.

The Day in th::':‘-.iil\'cr Convention Was
Lorgely Devoted to Speeches—Mr. St.
John Makes Out a Strong Indictment
Against the Gold Bugs—Mr. Bryan's
Chances Are Bright for Endorsement
by Both Conventions,

St. Louils, July 23.--At 10:05 Senator
Butler, the temporary _chairman of the
Populist convention, appeared on the
platform. Simultaneously, the band
struck up “Dixie’ and the delegates un-
corked some of their pent-up enthusiasm.

Five minutes later Chairman Butler
called the convention to order Jand the
Rev. Mr. 8mith offered an invoeation for
the Divine blessing,

The report of the committee on ereden-
tials was called for, but no one responded
nnd the States were enlled for members
of the committee on permanent organiza-
tion and resolutions, The delegates sat
in the sweltering heatwhile the announce-
ments were being mude.  Almost every-
one in the hall had supplied himsell with
a palm leaf fan, and the thousandl or
more fans waved convulsively in the pit
like the wings of myriads of yellow but-
terflies hovering above o elover piteh,

After the annoucement of the
tee on permanent organization the mem-
bers retirad, While other announcements
were made 1 “middle of the rowd™ man
attempted n demonstration.

It was deamatically areanged, but it
only served to demonstrate the hopeless
minority of the straightonts. A squad
of “middle of the roaders’ headed by
Delegate Branch, of Georgin, suddenly
plunged into the hall through the main
entrance and came whooping down the
center aisle,  Mr. Branch bore aloft a
white hanner, with the inseription “Mid-
dle of the rosd, a straight ticket.'' At
the sight of it the Texas, Georgia,
Maine, Missouri and Mississippi delega-
tions mounted their chairs and yelled at

There wias a vipple of app'ause” and a
few shouts when the name of Jacob S,
Coxey wis announcsd as o member of the
committee on platform from Ohio,

Delegate Dixon, of Oklahoma, mount-
ed the stage and after abjuring the dele-
gates to be gquiet and not interrupt, in-
troduced Clarence E. Comley, of Okla-
homa, who regaled the convention with
Some canpaign songs,

Delegate Crawford, of Kansns, moved
that the delegates of the silver conven-
tion be wdmitted on exhibition of their
badges.  There were many  cries of “No,
no,'” from the “middle of the roaders,”
who evidently thought they saw in thisa
move to pack the galleries with Bryan
shouters.  After _some wrangling Chair-
man Butler, amild howls of delight from
the straightouts, ruled the motion out of
order.

Mr. Washburne, of Massachusetts,
from the stnge, annouuced that he had
an important resolution to offer. It prov-
ed to be ono depreeating the talk of a
split in the conventi n. It was intended
1o bind the convention, and was as fol-
lows - 1 = "Bl

“Whereas, We are all: Populists and
deprecate the tnlk which has appeared in
some of the newspapers that there isa
disposition on the part of any portion of
this convention to refuse to abide by the
action of this convention; therefore,

“Resolved, That we repudiate ail such
utterances s a reflection nponithe'fidelity
of the members of [this convention of
the People’s party.™

Mr. Washburne said the necessity for
preserving  the organization  of  this
“grand party' was vital, and called for
a full discussion,

A storm of protests came from  the
“middle of the roaders' and one of them
made the point of order that hefore the
convention was permanently oreanized no
such resolution conld be acted upon.

An angry Connecticnt delegate named
Henvy €. Baldwin, jumped on a chalr
and indignantly shouted: **If the papers
say we are asses, shall we pass a resolu-
tion saying we are not?"”

Chairman Butler ruled that during the
temporary organization a resoluti '*’HIIII’
not be passed expressing its sense. There-
npon Congressman Howard, of Alabama,
moved to refer the resolution to the com-
mittee on resolutions.  Delegnte JBron-
son, of Georgia, followed with & motion
to table the whole subject, There wins a
great deal of confusion ns the vote was
taken, Chairman Butler deciding that the
motion was earried.

There was some sgunabbling as to the
time when the convention should adjourn
and although the annoucement was made
that it wonld be 3 o'clock before the com-
mittee on eredentinls could report, the

convention refused to take a recess and

another song was sung from the plat- { demonstration

form. The band then oceupied the time
while the delegutes fanned and sought the
water baarels,

At 12:45 another motion to take n re-
cess until 8 o'clock was made and it was
carried.

The delegates were promptly on hand
for the afterncon session. Just before
the hour of 8 o'clock a delegate climbed
laboriously up the steps of the platform.
He was plainly very weary from the
efforts of several days of hard campaign-
ing. He strengthened bimself up with
some difficulty and brought his umbrella
handle down with a crash on the chair-
man's table: B

*‘If this is n Populist convgntion?’ he
shoutedin a husky, unsteady” voice, ‘‘for
God's sake don’t gev into the Democratic
band wagon."

The crowd laughed and the “middle of
the roader’ let himself cavefully down
the steps and dtsappeared in the direction
of the Texas delegation.

Butler rapped the convention to order
and announced that “the committee on
credentials would submit & report.  His
announcement was taken up and repent-
ed by sub-chairmen stationed in various
parts of the hall, delegates in remote
porticns of the Auditorinm having com-
plained that they could not henr what
was going on.  Telegate Wardwell, of
California, chairman of the credentinls
committee,read the portion relative to the
delegntion where there were no contests

was agreed to and then the trouble be-
gan,
The Colorado cantest was then taken

up and a motion to adopt the report of
the committee, recommending the sent-
ing of what is known as the Patterson
delegation,

Mr, Patterson said that he was unwill-
ing to have a vote upon the question un-
til the minority could present o veport.
He offered a motion that the Colormdo
contest e postponed one hour. This
was enrried.

“*This,"" sald a* Texas man, “is mnag-
nanimouns, but Tom Patterson can't eateh
us with any such taffy.  He is not in the
‘middle of the road.” !

The Hlinois cnse wis taken up  then.
The majority reported that the two dele
gations from Cook county sented and
the vote divided.

aites crowded up to the front of the plat-

The
greatest confusion prevailed, ]
Lafe IPence, | the former Congress-

man from Colorado, who was at the head
of the New York delegation, called for
the report on permanent organization
and made some rather sharp comments
about the time frittered away. Several
delegates attempted to move an adjourn-
ment until 8 o'clock, but Mr. Pence re-
fused to yield the floor for such a motion,
But when E. A. Cocke, of Virginia,
chairman of the committee on perma-
nent organization, came forward to make
his report, & dozen delegates jumped to
their feet und protested that a report
from another committee was not in order
vntil the report of the committee on
credentials ns o whole had been agreed to.

Mr. Wasbburne, of Massachusetts,
who was temporarily in the chair, ruled
the points not well taken. He alwo de-
clined to entertain an appeal.

A report of the committee on perma-
net organization was then rend. The an-
nonneement of the selection of Senator
Allen, of Nebraska, for permanent chair-
man was the signal for a wild Bryan
which lasted several

-

minutes, Jobn W. Haves, of New Jer-
sey, was selected for secretary and the
other temporary officers were made per-
manent.

The minorty report naming James E.
Campion, of Maine, for permanent chair-
man, set the “middle of the road' on
fire. The Texas and Georgin delegates
climbed on to their chairs and yelled like
Indians. Several large ‘“‘middle of the
road’ banners were paraded throngh the
aisles. The Western delegates as a rule
took no part in the demonstration ,One
of the torgin delegates pulled up his
State standard and followed the “middle
of the'road, "which was held aloft by two
members of the delegation, one white
and one colored. The standards of
Texas, Arkansas, Ohio, Mississippi,
Missouri and several [other States joined
the procession. Ina scufle for the pos-
session of the Alabama guidon, the staff
wis broken and a free fight was almost
precipitated. Bedlam reigned for ten
minutes.  When order was at last restor-
ed the names of the signersZof the_minor-
ity report were read.

When the name of the Illinois member
of the committee was read that delegate
jumped up and announced that his sig-
nature was forged.  His name was with-
drawn. .

Delegate Blaser, of Texas, then moved
that Campion’s name be substituted for
that of Allen for permanent chairman.
E. Gerry Brown, of Massachusetts,
moved to lay both the majority and
minority reports on the table, pending
the report of the committee on  rules,
He said he had  made this motion in the

interest of a compromise candidate.  But
there were cries of “No, no,” from all
parts of the hnll. It was evident that

the temper of the convention was for ne-
tion.  AMr. Pence, 8 Bryan man, movedl
the previous question. It wis ordered
amid much confusion and the roll call of
States was called on the guestion of
adopting the mujority or minority report.

Meantime night was falling, but the
electric lights were not turned on to dis-
pel the gloom and there was some ap-
prehension of a repetition of the exper-
ience of last night when the convention
sat for un hour in  total darkness.
Several candles were brought in and
placed on the press tables.  The excite-
ment on the floor was intense. There
was o realization on both sides that the
actunl test had come. In the gathering

The constant gain made the Bryan men
enthusinstic and they cheered lustily at
every aonouncement.  The “middle of
the roud™ men got a gool chance to
r. however, when North Cavolina,
hich divided 75 to 20 to the first vote,
divided ber vote equally  between Allen
and Campion. While the _clerks were
ficuring up the tallies, it became noised
about that the result showed an over-
whelming majority for the Bryan forces
awl the “middle of the roaders” were
very much downenst, One of the Texas
delegates shouted: *Perhaps we misun-
derstom] the question, “#XNo you did
not,' shouted Jerry Simpson across the

hall, “*We knew where we were at all
the time.”  The Bryan people langhed
with zlee at this rejoinder.

A moment later the chairman announe-
ed the result as 708 for Allen and 564 for
Campion. The Bryan men sereamed
with joy. They got on their chairs and
cheered,  They whirled their coats, ume-
brellns, hats and  everything movable
aloft.

After order was restored Delegate Wil-
linms, of California, climbed onto the
stage. “We have made a square fight,"
he shouted, “we have been fairly beaten
amd in the interest of peace and har-
mony, I move that the selection of Wil-
liam B. Allen as permanent chairman to
he made nnpimous.”” His motion was
carried with a hurrah, burt there were
loud cries of dissenting in the direction of
the Lone Star delegation.
